UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool   plants 
regulated  under  Federal   Order  No.   6  during 
November  1981   totaled  39.2  million  pounds. 

During  November,  34.3  million  pounds,  or 
87.58  percent  of  producer  milk  was  classified 
uS  Class  I. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal   Order  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during  the 
month  was  S14.99  per  hundredweight  --  down  28 
cents   from  October  and  27  cents  above  November 
1980. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  79.7  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12  during  November  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk, 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers,  totaled  70.6  million  pounds. 

Class   I  milk  was  88.53  percent  of  the 
total   producer  mi  Ik. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal  Orders  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  per  hundredweight  for 
November  milk  was  $15.09,  a  decrease  of  21   cents 
from  the  previous  montn  ana  29  cents  above 
November  of  last  year.      (Continued  on  page  6) 


PRODUCTION 

Total   U.   S.   milk  production  during 
January-August,  was  3.3  percent  greater  than 
during  the  same  period  in  1980.     Production 
in  the  5  major  milk-producing  States  during 
the  first  8  months  was  up  substantially  in 
Minnesota  (5.6  percent),   Pennsylvania  (5.1 
percent),  and  California  (5.0  percent),  and 
up  modestly  in  Wisconsin  (2.4  percent)  and 
New  York  (2.0  percent).     The  gain  of  these  5 
States  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the 
total   U.   S.   expansion  in  production. 

Milk  production  in  August  was  2.6  per- 
cent above  a  year  ago  and  was  the  28th 
straight  month  of  a  year-over-year  increase. 
This  now  equals  the  previous  record-long  ex- 
pansion phase,  which  occurred  from  October 
1975  to  January  1978. 

Of  the  33  reporting  States,  only  4  had 
August  milk  production  below  year-ago  levels. 
All    farm  production  regions  but  1    reported  in- 
creased August-to-August  output.     The  Mountain 
(up  9.7  percent)  and  the  Pacific  (up  4  percent) 
region  led  the  way,  while  production  in  the 
Southern  Plains  was  down  4  percent. 

Although  milk  production  is  still   in- 
creasing, the  rate  of  gain  has  been  slowing 
since  April.     While  milk  cow  numbers  during 
April-August  remained  about  0.8  percent  above 
a  year  ago,  the  gain  in  output  per  cow  slowed 
from  a  41 -pound  increase  in  April   to  30  in  May, 
21   in  June,  and  10  in  July  and  August.     This 
sharp  abatement  in  the  rate  of  gain  was  the 
cause  of  the  slowing  of  the  production  expan- 
sion.

The  November  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Fanners  decreased 
1   point   (.8  percent)   from  October  to  129  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    Con- 
tributing most  to  the  decrease  since  October  were  lower  prices  for 
cattle,  hogs,  corn,   grapefruit  and  lemons.     Higher  prices   for  eggs, 
oranges,  strawberries,  potatoes  and  milk  were  partially  offsetting. 
The   Index  was   15  points   (10  percent)   below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  November  was  151 
percent  of  its  1977  base.     The  Index  was  unchanged  from  October 
but  7  points   (4.9  percent)   above  November  1980. 

The  Ratio  of  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  85  for 
the  month  of  November  1981.     The  Ratio  was  down  1   point  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  15  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERiJ  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool    plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  62.5  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  November  1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,   re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up 
1.8  million  pounds  and  1.4  million 
pounds  above  November  1930. 

In  the  November  equalization 
pool,  56.6  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class   I.     Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down   1.3  million 
pounds   from  last  month,  and  was  0.2 
million  pounds  more  than  November 
1980. 

Class   I  milk  was  90.64  percent 
of  the  total   during  November  com- 
pared to  95.35  percent  the  previous 
month  and  92.38  percent  during  Nov- 
ember of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Federal   Order  No.    13  for  Nov- 
ember milk  was  $15.35  per  hundred- 
weight.    The  uniform  price  was  down 
14  cents   from  October  and  was   31 
cents  above  November  1980. 

PRODUCER  SUfflARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,   557  producers  delivered 
181.4  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool    plants.     This  compared  to  563 
producers   and   178.1   million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  435 
producers   and   169.9  million  pounds 
during  November  1980.      Producer 
milk  deliveries   in  November  were  up 
1.8  percent  from  October  and  were 
6.8  percent  above  November  of  last 
year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was   10,988  pounds   per  day 
for  all   producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal   Orders  6,   12 
and  13.     The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  9,403  pounds   under 
Order  No.    6;    10,844  pounds   under 
Order  No.    12;   and  12,542  pounds 
under  Order  No.    13. 

Combined  receipts  of  bulk 
fluid  milk  products   from  producers 
and  other  sources   for  the  three 
markets  were  188.2  million  pounds 
in  November  1981,   and  184.9  mil- 
lion  pounds   in  November  1980.

COW  AND  HEIFER  INVENTORY  LARGER 

Milk  cow  numbers  on  farms  on  July  1  were 
10.9  million  head,   up  23,000  from  January  1, 
88,000  (0.8:0  more  than  a  year  ago,  and  192,000 
(1.8%)  higher  than  2  years  ago.     Milk  cow  re- 
placements also  increased.     On  July  1,   dairy 
heifers   (500  pounds  and  over)   totaled  4.6  mil- 
lion  head,   up  260,000   (5.6%)    from  July  1,   1980. 
The  July  1   ratio  of  replacements  per  100  milk 
cows  in  the  U.S.    dairy  herd,  at  42.6,  was  the 
largest  value  on  record.     With  the  large  number 
of  replacements  available,   the  milking  herd  has 
the  potential   to  continue  to  expand.     However, 
with  uncertainty  about  the  future  timing  and 
level  of  milk  price  supports,  culling  of  mar- 
ginal  cows  could  be  large  enough  to  hold  down 
the  pace  of  expansion. 

niLK-FEED  RATIO  HIGHER 

Since  late  spring,  feed  ingredient  prices 
have  weakened  in  response  to  improving  crop 
prospects  and  this  year's  ample  supply.     The 
lower  prices  continue  to  be  reflected  in  lower 
dairy  feed  prices.     The  average  price  of  16% 
protein  dairy  ration  in  mid-August  was  $189  a 
ton,  down  $11   from  mid-May  but  still    $9  higher 
than  last  year.     With  the  all-milk  price  in 
August  unchanged  from  May,   the  milk-feed  price 
ratio  improved  from  1.35  in  May  to  1.43  in 
August  —  the  first  time  since  July  1980  that 
the  ratio  exceeded  year-earlier  levels. 

1981  f1ILK  PRODUCTION  TO  BE  A  RECORD 
GAINS  MAY  CONTINUE  INTO  1982 

The  expansion  in  milk  production  that 
has  been  ongoing  since  May  1979  will    continue 
for  the  rest  of  this  year.     Milk  cow  numbers 
have  increased  49,000  since  May.     With  a  record- 
large  number  of  replacements  available,   the 
dairy  herd  will   probably  continue  to  expand  and 
end  the  year  about  1980  levels.      For  the  year, 
the  herd  will   probably  average  0.6  to  0.9  per- 
cent larger. 

Milk  output  per  cow,  on  a  daily  average 
basis,  was  up  3.7%  during  January-April.     But 
with  concentrate  feeding  on  April    1   and  July  1 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier,  gains  in  output 
per  cow  slowed  to  an  average  of  2.1%  during 
May-August.     However,  with  the  large  crops 
that  are  to  be  harvested  this  fall   and  the  re- 
sulting lower  cost  of  dairy  rations,  increases 
in  concentrate  feeding  will    likely  be  posted 
again.     As  a  result,  gains  in  output  per  cow 
are  likely  to  improve  some  this  fall,   leaving 
1981   output  per  cow  up  2  to  3  percent.
